Tarred Paper Discs Will 
Save 
High Percentage of Young 
Plants. 


How young cabbage plants can be 
protected from maggots is the sub­ 
ject of an article prepared for THE 
TIMES by S. W. Frost, of the State 
College research 
laboratory at 
Ar­ 
endtsville and approved by Paul Hoff­ 
man, Adams county farm agent. 
The article says: 
“Cabbage as well as cauliflower and 
brussels 
sprouts can 
be 
protected 
from maggots by a simple mechani­ 
cal devise. Tarred paper discs should 
be placed about 
the base 
of 
each 
plant immediately after they are set 
out. 
This prevents the flies, which 
produce the 
maggots, from 
laying 
their nits or eggs in the ground near 
the stems of the plants. It is in this 
way that the maggots gain entrance 
to the plants. 
“This 
simple 
though 
effective 
means 
of control is highly 
recom­ 
mended. 
It has proved valuable in 
large cabbage 
fields and 
is exceed­ 
ingly valuable* for 
home 
gardens. 
From DO to IOO per cent maggot free 
plants can be guaranteed 
from 
the 
use of these discs. 
“The discs can be purchased or the 
market or made at home. 
They can 
be cut from 
ordinary 
tarred paper 
making them square, 
or preferably 
round. 
They should be three or four 
inches in diameter with a hole about 
half as big around as a pencil in the 
center and a slit from one side to 
the center. 
This slit makes it possi­ 
ble to slip the disc about the stalk of 
the plant and it is then pressed down 
fiat on the ground with a small stone 
or two on top of it to prevent the 
wind from blowing 
it away. 
These 
should lie left on the plants for three 
or four weeks and when properly ad­ 
justed will remain on until the stems 
enlarge and purii them off.

F or very, early hunch onions It Is 
tho common practice to plant sets In 
rlrilln 12 to 14 Inches apart arid 2 to 
3 inches apart In tho row. 
Tho Kcts 
may be put out as early in the spring 
aa the land can he prepared. 
For dry onions, sow the aced thickly 
In ctrl 11k about 12 to 14 inches apart in 
the spring, as soon as danger from 
hard frosts Is over. 
For early bulbs 
the seed may be planted in a hotbed 
or eoldfranie and the young plants 
transplanted to the open when condi­ 
tions ar** favorable. 
Plants 4 or 5 
inches high are of good size for trans­ 
planting. 
Onions 
require 
frequent, 
shallow 
cultivation, and it may la* necessary 
to resort to hand weeding. 
When the 
tops iiegln to dit' and the bulbs are 
full grown, the onions should he pul Uni 
rind left In the field for a few days 
to dry.
